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The Religious Disease of California. 
There are morbid conditions of the pub- 
lic mind which defy explanation on any the- 
ory which makes individuality the center 
of calculations. There are times when 
some great thought, passion, or work takes 
possession of the public, sweeping individ- 
uality before it, and making independent 
action rare, if not impossible. A spell 
holds the ecmmunity on that subject. The 
power of an unseen master beleaguers it 
like an atmosphere. The popular thought, 
will, action, precipitates itself in the given 
direction without the trouble of logical pro- 
cess, or detailed process of any kind—spon- 
taneously, tumultuously. Individual souls 
seem united in a concrete whole, fused in 
a higher or lower unity, and running in one 
current. Drop into it, to withstand it, 
‘what you will—truth, reason, logic, wit, sar- 
casm—it is likely to be swept along by the 
‘torrent. 
We shall not get to the bottom of the ex- 
planation of great popular excitements, till 
we acknowledge that, besides the life of the 


individual in himself, he has a life in the 


community also, and: that his individuality 
is individuality omly within the limits and 
conditions of that. When this community- 
life is excited, raised to a feverish heat, on 
any topic, men seem to lose their private 
reason, and act unaccountably. Sober men 
are delirious, slow men fast. -'The most 
absurd logic is good reasoning. The com- 
munity is wild. ‘This was the case in the 
French Revolution. This is the explana- 
tion of the infatuation on the subject of 
Slavery existing in the Southern States on 
the breaking out of the rebellion. 

We have referred to the operation of this 
social principle in the case of excitements, 
but it is just as influential at other times, in 
producing an unaccountable apathy. In 
such cases it arrests the most powerful 
efforts directed against it, quenches bright 
lights plunged into it like “dead air,” and 
the community lives on in its state of stu- 
por in spite of all. 

Now we believe that Apathy is the reli- 
gious disease of Culifornia, and that this 
disease is aggravated by the operation of 
this social law. The public mind is held-in 
indifference to religion as under a mighty 
spell. A few go to church and lead godly 
lives, and the truth is in many places faith- 
fully preached. But the leaves of the tree 
of life fall upon a stream that leaps swiftly 


down to worldliness, and produce little ap- | 


parent effect. How else can you account 
for the fact that so much good preaching 
accomplishes so little? that “ good” church 
members in the East, on coming to Cali- 
fornia, never connect themselves with the 
church at all, nor assume any of the re- 
sponsibilities of Christians? that professing 
Christians are so easily seduced into irreli- 
gious customs and amusements, and other- 
wise lower their standard? that godliness 
seems paralyzed, or under a ban? The 
fact is, the church members are haunted by 
a social presence of apathy. They live in 
tH® midst of an irreligious social malaria, 
producing spiritual decline. They awake 
in it, they spend the day in it, they fall 
asleep in it, they breathe it all the time. 
To this, at last, they succumb, as one be- 
comes drowsy when those around him are 
falling asleep. ~ 
’ ‘We do not undervalue nor exclude the 
usual explanations—the transient nature of 
the population, the worldly purpose which 
brought the larger part of them here, the 
exciting speculations and vicissitudes of for- 
tune in a mining country, the feeling of be- 
ing among strangers, and the unconscious 
sentiment that religious obligations cease 
under circumstances different from those in 
which they were assumed. All this we 
admit. But alas, these causes do not act 
separately and directly on the individual 
alone. They also first produce a public sen- 
timent, a blended social feeling,a grand 
combined principle of apathy, investing the 
community, and through this they dis- 
charge their mightiest power on the individ- 
ual. We have, therefore, special causes of 
irreligion and a social contagion of ungodli- 
ness, each aggravating the other, but the 
latter the most fatal. Consequently, when- 
ever one now tries to lead a godly life, he 
must overcome, not only the obstacles in 
himself, and each of the separate causes 
named above, but this vast and intense com- 
bination of social influence arrayed against 
him, this hostile presence which invests 
him on every side. The whole community 
is in ah unconscious conspiracy to keep him 
from Christ; the subtle influence of the 
omnipresent spell is tremendous for a weak 
single soul. All this he must resist and lift 
off, to be a living disciple. — 

We do not refer to this explanation of 
the religious state of California to excuse 
or apologize for personal indifference. Just 
the contrary; we do it to sound an alarm; 
to put those who wish well to their soul, on 
the guard. Christians can live here; there 
are Christians who live a life of piety in 
this State; but we wish all professing 
Christians to remember that, to do this, 
there must be struggles and a hearty con- 
secration. We tell them that an unseen, a 
subtle and powerful charmer is at work, 
weaving a charm over them for the de- 
struction of the soul, and they,need to be 
aware of it, and break the spell. Each 
should feel the current of apathy, rise above 
it, and come atonce into direct and vital re- 
lations to Jesus. 

And we say to the irreligious, if you save 
your soul in California, you must make a 
stupendous effort for it. You must be wil- 


ling to come out and be separate. You 
must not look to others; you must look to 


Christ with your whole soul. 
We cannot close this article without re- 


ferring to our great need of the influence 


of the Holy Spirit, to dissolve this social 
charm, and make the whole community 


alive with concern for the salvation of the 
soul, and the glory of God. 
President's Message. 

The loyal people of California, by the aid 
‘of that modern wonder, the Telegraph, read 
the President’s Message as soon as it was 
read by citizens in the Atlantic States.

These States, therefore, are only restored 
by a separation from slavery. The rebels 
took it out of its local limitations and pre- 
cipitated it into a national controversy. 
They put down their stakes and took up the 
sword to decide the issue. They have lost ; 
and the commerce in negroes is about to 
close forever on this continent. This is the : 
effect of a “paper proclamation.” But no 
document has emanated from any ruler in 
the last five hundred years involving such 
power, or having such force to back it. The 
proclamation of outlawry for the meanest 
form of slavery the world ever saw, will | 
work the grandest revolution of the ages. 

Of these millions of men, of whom Jus-. 
tice Taney said, by way of obiter dictum, 
that they had “no rights which a white man 
was bound to respect,” one hundred thous- |. 
and of them are not only enfranchised free- | 
men, but are patient and courageous sol- 
diers, fighting not alone for themselves, but 
for all the precious things of a national ex- 
istence. What if history shall show that 
in ten years after this judicial blasphemy 
against humanity, this same race which had 
been cursed from the highest judgment seat 
of the nation, came forth not only with the 
attributes of freedom, but with thé heroism 
not of things but of men, to save the Re- 
public! Surely, the world does move, and 
the hands on the great historic dial of the 
world have been turned forward a century 
in the past year.

Text: Proverbs 5:9. ‘‘Lest thou give thine 
honor unto others, and thy years unto the cruel.” 


Introduction.—People love to do as they 
have a mind to. They have a mind to do 
many things they had better not do. And 
so they love to do things not the best for 
them to do; and love courses of conduct 
which can issue only in melancholy ; and 


love places which are the vestibules of mis- 1 


ery; and love their enemies without doing 
the will of God thereby. The love of 
“strange women ” is such a love; and they 
who give place to it are never themselves 
any .more. 2 
Argument. 1. Going after “ strange wo- 
men” is a deed whose sinfulness is evident. 
It is a voluntary, deliberate, wilful thing. 
Some sins men excuse, because they seize 
on them, whelm them, and carry them away 
suddenly.. They are taken unawares; they 
have no time to consider; and they are 
whirled into the vortex of mischief. But 
this-sin cannot be so palliated. This re- 
quires prevision, forethought, and selection 
of times and companions. And-.every one 
who goes after such persons, goes unforced ; 
goes because he has thought to go; goes 
because he-wishes to go; goes because he 
means to go; and goes because he has re- 
solved that nothing shall hinder him. 
2. To sin thus, is to “sin as it were. with 
a cart-rope.” Whoever, in this manner, sins 
against his nature and his conscience, sins’ 
with all his heart, and carries his whole 
being over to the wrong. ‘He casts his die. 
He seals his fate. He puts the mordant 
into his color.

Minnesota CuurcHes.—The church at 
Medford has erected and paid for a small 
chapel. The church at Minneapolis has 
erected a house of worship at a cost of 
$3,000,.and paid for it with some aid vol- 
untarily offered from abroad. The church 
at Zumbrota has built for itself a house at 
a cost of $2,000, on which there is no debt. 
The church at Rochester is about erecting 
a brick edifice at an expense of $5,000, 
prospectively paid for by the brethren there 
with the aid secured from the East. The 
church at Winona has cancelled an old and 
troublesome debt, moved and repaired its 
meeting house, and at the end of six months 
hopes to become self-supporting. What is 
best of all, at Bribault there has been a 
good work of grace. . 3 

—Rev. B. F. Hosford, of Haverhill, 
Mass., who has suffered severely from ill 
health for many months past, was dismissed 
from the pastorate of the First Congrega- 
tional church in that place on Monday last. 
The Society has voted the retiring pastor 
the free use of the parsonage for the pres- 
ent, and his friends are making very liberal 
provision for his future support and comfort. 
—Rev. E. Pi Hammond, the Evangelist, 
is now in Boston, preaching for Rev. Dr. 
Kirk ; and considerable interest has already 
been awakened, especially among the young. 
AvustTranan CuourcHES.—At the meet- 
ing of the Congregational Union of Eng- 
land and Wales, a minister, in speaking on 
Colonial missions, stated that in Australia 
the denomination had 110 churches and 100 
ministers. A proposition made at this meet-’ 
ing to raise £3,000, to be divided between 
the Home, the Irish, and the Colonial Mis- 
sionary Societies, was responded to by Mr. 
H. O. Wills and three others offering £300 
each. 

—Atthe same meeting, a report on the 
Pastor’s Retiring Fund showed a steady 
progress since its establishment in 1860. 
The fund now amounted to £30,000. It 
was resolved that an effort be made to raise 
the fund to £100,000. 

—The Broadway meeting-house in Chel. 
sea, Mass., which has been closed some 
weeks for repairs, was re-opened last Sab- 
bath, and the pastor, Rev. Dr. Copp, preach- 
ed asermon appropriate to the occasion. 
The house has been painted outside and in, 
and the interior frescoed, newly.carpeted, 
and supplied with a new pulpit. 

—Rev. E. H. Richardson of Dover, 
N. H., has accepted a call from the Rich- 
mond Street Church in Providence. 

—Rev. George F. Magoun of Lyons, 
Towa, is elected to the Presidency of Iowa 
College. 


Presbyterian. 

A Presbyterian Church has been formed 
at Darien, Conn. 7 

—In a report'of the Presbytery of Con- 
‘necticut, it was certified to the Synod of 
New York that the union between the. Pres- 
'byteries of Bedford and«Connecticyt was 
duly consummated, jn pursuance of the ac- 
tion of Synod a yearago. The Synod, at 
the suggestion of this Presbytery, recom- 
mended that an exploring and itinerating 
missionary be employed under the direction 
of that Presbytery. “In the discussion of 
this proposal facts were elicited, and views 
expressed, which brought many minds to 
the conclusion that no more direct means of 
spreading evangelical religion in its Pres- 
byterian form could be employed, than that 
of imbuing the energetic, shrewd, enter- 
prising, and aggressive mind of New Eng- 
land with this faith, which was indeed the 
original faith of the Puritans !” 


—QOn the whole, Presbyterianism seems 
to be making progress in Wisconsin. The 
Minutes of the General Assembly for 1845 
do not show the name of a single minister 
or church in the State; now there are 46 
ministers, 55 churches, and 2,268 communi- 
cants; and the field was never more en- 
couraging than at present. 

—The following are some of the inter- 
esting facts- gathered from Mr. Wilson’s 
general summaries in his “ Historical Al- 
manac”: Number of Presbyteries, 801 ; 
number of ministers, 10,750; number .of 
churches, 12,334; number of communi- 
cants, 1,026,542 ; contributions to religious 
objects, $8,215,387.

—The Missionary zeal of the Presby- 
terian churches in Scotland must be quite 
moderate if judged by the amount of the 
contributions reported. The Free Church 
with a membership of nearly 250,000 
raised less than £25,000 last year for For- 
eign Missions, including the mission to the 
Jews on the continent of Europe. Of this 
amount, over £6,500 was raised in India, 


and £750 in Africa, leaving less than £18,- 
000 as the entire contribution of the entire 
church at home. If we deduct from this 
sum the amount raised for Jewish missions, 
we have as the total of contributions for 
evangelizing the heathen world raised in the 
Free Church of Scotland, .with its quarter 
of a million of members, the very moderate 
sum of £14,000 or $70,000. The Estab- 
lished Church, whose membership is pro- 
bably not less, is reported as contributing 
£13,770 for Jews, heathen and all. The 
United Presbyterian Church, with a mem- 
bership of nearly 170,000 expends £17,000 
in foreigii missions, including the Jews. 
The results of these missions are quite in 
accordance with the moderate degree of self- 
denial manifested by the churches. In In- 
dia, the Free Church with over a hundred 
laborers has but 374 communicants. In 
Africa there are 32 laborers and 719 com- 
municants. The Established Church has 
44 laborers and 192 communicants. Thus, 
two powerful, cultivated, and wealthy 
churches, numbering probably, half a mil- 
lion of members, are represented in the 
heathen world by only 176 laborers and- 
1,285 communicants. The American Board 
with a constituency of less than 400,000 
church members, acknowledges this year 
the receipt of $389,000, has 1,075 laborers 
in the field and over 22,000 communicants 
in the churches on heathen soil. 


The semi-annual examination of the pu- 
pils of the various classes at the “ College 
of California,” took place at Oakland last 
week. The attendance of Trustees and 
friends might have been larger than it: was. 
The recitations were not all of them up to. 
the usual high standard there. Some 
things gave us much pleasure, and indicated 
progress. We hope teachers and scholars 
will be stirred up to do their best, and that 
the public will generously encourage and 


The new building for the Institution ap- 
proaches completion, and is attractive. It 
will be worth the while of all our people to 
go over to Oakland and take a look at the 
premises, and at those who occupy them. 
There have been examinations, also, of 
our public schools. That of the High 
school of San Francisco, was mainly of the 
graduating class. 

“The class was large when it entered, 
but has been reduced from different causes 
to twenty. -It is one of the best classes that 
has ever graduated from the school. The 
examinations have reflected credit upon the 
teachers and scholars. The High school, 
in many respects, is the best in the State. 
As a fixed grade of scolarship is required 
before a pupil can enter, a greater uniform- 
ity of attainments is secured, than is possi- 
ble in a private school. Still, there is room 
for improvement, and we doubt not im- 
provements will be constantly made.” 

We are in favor of a Classical Depart- 
ment in the school, and of other changes. 
It is encouraging tg look at our schools, but 
we are sad when we look at the troops of 


children who are not in them. We need 
still greater things.

A vacant mind is 
like an open lot, a place for the accumula- 
tion of all kinds of rubbish. You must 
think, or your mind will be rank with the 
thorn and the thistle of frivolity, or stag- 
nant with the slime of corruption. The 


achievement of a Christian character is the 


greatest undertaking which the human mind | 
can propose to itself. Besides divine aid, it 
requires the concentration of every faculty 
within you, and the ordering of them all by 
a firm will. Ido not say that intellectual 
activity necessarily results in bigh charac- 
ter, but I do say that there can be no solid 
character without such activity. | 
It is a sad sight to see the first fervors of 
youthful consecration fading with spiritual 
languor, instead of merging into the equa- 
ble exercise of happy and consenting pow- 
ers. I know of no grander sight than that 
of a spiritual life fed by constant mental 
activity, drawing nourishment from all

SIBERIAN CRAB APPLE. 

A lady correspondent of the Jowa Home- 
stead, speaks.in the following just terms of 
the Siberian Crab:—“A fruit which com- 
bines utility and beauty in a greater degree 
than any other with which I am acquainted, 
and which only requires to be better kndwn 
to be appreciated. The tree in all its stages 
is always attractive, and forms a prominent 
and interesting feature in every collection. 
With its trim and graceful habit, its foliage 
of pale, delicate green, its profusion of 
snow white blossoms, contrasting so beauti- 
fully with those of more deeply dyed apple 
and peach, and finest of all its slender 
brznches bending gracefully with their 
weight of fruit, with its bright yellow 
ground and crimson cheek, the whole pre- 
senting the appearance of rubies in a set- 
ting of emerald and gold—a perfect gem, 
whether for lawn or garden, even though 
the fruit were worthless, which many sup- 
pose from its small size. Yet; whoever 
has once tasted its excellencies, willlearn no 
longer ‘to despise small things.’ For jel- 
lies it has no superior, and for marmalade 
no equal, for favoring insipid apples which 
many are obliged to use in winter.” 

She adds the following receipt, which 
may be of value in the eyes of our lady 
readers :—“ To one peck of fruit add three 
quarts of water, cover tightly, stew gently 

“until half done; do not stir them. Let 
them remain in the sauce-pan, covered 
closely until entirely cold, then strain 
. through slazy factory, and add four pounds 
of loaf sugar to five pints of juice ; boil un- 
tilof the right consistence, and you have 
as nice a jelly as can be conceived. Age 
improves it.” 


SULPHUR vs. VINE MILDEW. 


As it appears that mildew on grapes is 
still spreading through the country, I am 
anxious to bear testimony to the efficacy of 
sulphur as a preventive and also a cure for 
this very troublesome disease. Last year 
it made its appearance here, for the first 
time, and, being quite unexpected, made 
some progress before it was perceived ; af- 
ter, however, a good deal of trouble and 
anxiety, I succeeded, principally by dusting, 
a saving the greater part of the crop. This 

ear, however, as a preventive, I syringed 
all my vines, just previous to their expand- 
ing their bloom, twice over with a strong 
mixture of sulphur and water, and with the 
exception of two or three bunches, all my 
grapes have. been entirely free from its 
attacks during the season. The following 
facts are, therefore, I consider, fully estab- 
lished: 1. That sulphur is a certain remedy 
for mildew after it has made its appearance, 
but that there is considerable trouble in its 
application. 2. That it is a sure prevent- 
ive, with but little trouble, provided it is ap- 
plied with the syringe, previous to the 
blooming season. 3. That little or no in- 
jury is caused to the vines by its applica- 
tion when mixed in water.—A. Saul, in 


London Gardeners’ Chronicle. 


LEARNING TO FARM. 

We are sadly deficient in means and op- 
portunities whereby our young men may 
learn how to farm. There are, indeed, 
books and periodicals from which the theory 
of agriculture and many of its manipula- 
tions may be learned; but only very partial 
use is made of these, and multitudes of 
farmers are quite content to go through the 
routine of busbandry operations without un- 
derstanding principles themselves or ex- 
plaining them to their laborers and sons. 
Before embarking in farming as a business, 
it is very desirable that some _ practical + 
knowledge of it should be acquired, and 
there seems no good reason why there 
should not be apprenticeships to farming as 
well as to other avocations. Kverything in 
connexion with this noblest of secular pur- 
suits, seems left ina state of neglect. and 
slipshodness, which is quite enough to ex- 
plain the partial successes of agriculturists. 
In Great Britain, where high rents and 
taxes require the most rigid system and the 
highest culture, it is very common for ex- 
perienced and intelligent farmers to receive 
pupils for one or more years, and sometimes 
considerable fees are paid for the tuition 
afforded. “Mr. Stephens°in his “ Book of 
the Farm,” highly recommends this system, 
and gives it as his opinion that three years 
apprenticeship. is little enough to give a pu- 
pil an adequate knowledge of farming. 
The idea seems to be*but too prevalent that 
anybody, however stupid and ignorant, can 
farm, and we are.nersuaded that to elevate 
the agricultural ‘classes to their true posi- 
tion, to raise farming to its proper place in 
public estimation, and to develop the re- 
sources of the soil, it is absolutely necessary 
our young farmers should have some train- 
ing. Could they behold and take part in 
the operations of a well managed farm, 
have the reasons of the various methods 
_ pointed out to them, and witness the results 
of thorough culture, the advantage they 
wotild derive would be incalculable.-—Mon- 
treal Witness.

Reess River —From this region we have little of interest

Some Yankee Blade ore yielded $425 to the ton, the bullion 
from which can be seen at Hayne’s saloon in Austin. Ama- | 
dor ore yielded still more, but we did not obtain the exact 
figures The Emma Funston, the rich rock being taken from 
which we alluded to in a recent issue, worked up to the enor- 
mous sum of $2,700 per ton. During the week this mill has 
worked ore from the Nonesuch, Marengo, Samantoa, 
kirk and Silver Eagle, but complete returns have not yet 


been made. It may be stated, however, with a certainty. 
that the vield ot none will fall below $200 per ton, and in some 
will be near $2,000. 


The Oregon millin upper Austin is said to be nearly com- 
pleted, and_will be ready to commence crushing in a few days. 
en five hundred pound stamps andeight five foot pans will 
be put up at first, but It will be so arranged that the number 
of either ean be easily increased if found necessary. It is 
thought that this mill will commence crushing rock from the | 
North Star ledge. | 

The Revenue company's mine was yielding ore that assayed 
over $600 per ton, and the work upon it was being prosecuted 
with vigor. 

Specimens of ore from Cambridge. No 2, on being heated in 
a blacksmith‘s forge, were completely covered with globules 
of pure silver resembling drops of dew. 

The Gold Hill News says that good mines are selling at 
Reese River for a few dollars per foot, which if in that dis 
trict would bring hundreds of dollars where they now bring 
only tens. 3 

Several new towns are in progress—the proprietors selling 
out lots at fabulous prices. Austin contains a large popula- 
tion and has succeeded in extemporizing shelter, such as it is, 
for the great¢r portion. Great activity prevails. Provisions 
are abundant. 

Quite a number of new ledges are spoken of favorably, but 
have as yet only been prospected slightly, and we forbear to 
name them. The miners of Reese River have but to develope 
preperly a tenth part of the discoveries already reported, un- 
less their representations are grossly exagerated, to confirm 
fully the prominence of that region among the mining locali- 
ties of this coast. What they need is work; not gassing or 
puffing, which may aid for the moment a few speculators in 
shares, but will ultimately work injury unless sastained by 
the results of energetic labor. The public are. not sceptical 
in regard to the wealth of the Reese River country, but will 
appreciate it more highly when the bullion comes forward, 
and will invest freely in enterprises that are vigorously and 
successfully prosecuted. 


THE MINES OF MExiIco.—In Mexico there are said to be 
over one thousand silver mines, yielding some $30,000,000 or 
more perannum. Gold also is found, though in much smaller 
quentities. Many of these mines have been wrought for 
ages, especially snch as are located at points conveniént of 
access, or in proximity to ihe larger and more central cities 
of that Country. In the northern States of Mexico very 
many valuable mines have ceased to be worked, partly on 
account of the unsettled condition of political affairs, but 
chiefly in consequence of heavy expenses which rendered the 
working unprofitable with the imperfect machinery and other 
acilities possessed A considerable number of these latter 
mines are now falling into the hands of American capitalists, 
and although comparatively unproductive for many years 
past, are expected to be soon restured to all their former 
value by the improved apphances of modern engineering 
skill and science, and the well known energy and persever- 
ance of American enterprise, which affords daily demonstra- 
tion that obstacles can be overcome which a few years since 
were deemed insurmountable. 

The question is sometimes asked, why do our citizens turn 
aside from the rich mineral deposits within our own territory 
to invest their money and expend their laboriu the mines of 
Sonora and Sinaloa, which have been found unprofitable to 
former owners and neglected if not abandoned? The answer 
isthat the unprofitableness of those mines was mainly due to 
the manner ot working them. The mines are rich in precious 
ores, but without the advantages of modern labor-saving 
machinery which the former owners did not possess and had 
not the ability to proeure, those ores could not be extracted 
and reduced with profit. And with the history of the two | 
nations before us, it will hardly be deemed presumption to 
say that in all that relates to the higher mechanic arts and 
the development of the resources of a country the American 
can do what the Mexican can not. 

Our enterprising countrymen, however, must remember 
that in transfering their operations to Mexican soil they will 
have for atime to depend largely upon Mexican operatives, 
ard much of their own energy must necessarily be expended 
in imparting vigor and skill to an: inert and ignorant race. 
One great hindrance to the success of mining enterprises in 
Mexico is the difficulty of transporfation—there being few 
navigable streams, and no such thing as railroads in the 
country, for the conveyance either of treasure or necessary 
supplies, tools and machinery.,, The mules back is the chief 
reliance for transportation in most parts of Mexico, and the 
expense, delay and difficulty attending the movement and 
erection of heavy machinery in that country will be readily 
inferred. Americans, however; are already familiarizing 
them with other modes of conveyance, and will doubtless in- 
troduce the ‘steam horse ** wherever practicable in dué time, 
together with a large infusion of * live yankee ’’ muscle and 
intelligence. 


Owens River.—A salt spring has been found in the valley 
which, it is said, will supply the market with salt for mining 
purposes and domestic use. The influx of population contin- 
ues, and the towns are growing rapidly. The indians are 
quiet. Gold, silver, copper and lead are the minerals found 
in quantities, and preparations are being made for the work- 
ing of all. Several wagon roads were in progress over the 
ynountains at various points, and when completed will afford 
access to the valley for stages aud loaded teams by more di- 
rect routes than are now practicable. It is stated that parties 
are now on their way to Ncw York with the view of interest- 
ing capitalists there in this new mining region. 


ESMERALDA. — The Real del Monte company, at Aurora, 
have erected a mill, of which tne Zimes says:

HiLu.—The News, in referring to the Dacotah Lead, 
Palmyra, says; 

On this lead the Montezuma company have a claim of 1,000 
feet, and the. Perkins & Arrington claimon the south of the 
Montazuma, of the exact extent of which has slipped our 
memory. The same vein crops out through both claims, and 
we prefer calling it the Dacotah lead, though we believe, 
strictly, itis only that part owned by the Montezuma which 
isso called, ‘the lead is about five feet wide, and is periectly 
detined. Free goldis to be seen in the ore, and assays oj five 
hundred to one thousand dollars have frequcntly been vb- 
tained. ‘This is only one of the many vailuabie leads now 
being opened in that distriet. 


Rock from the Dacota mine is reported to have been worked 
in this city—some 80 pounds—giving a result of $23 96 or 
$608 57 per ton. Another lot of twenty pounds, taken out by . 
one of the stockholders, and worked at the same place, (the 
Pacific Metallurgical Works,) a few days since, yielded $6 56, 
or $656 50 to the ton. Whether this was average ore, or se- 
lected for the purpose of giving market value to the stock, 
we are unable tu say: buat it is thought by some that the Da- 
cotah is one of the richest claims yet discovered 


MINING IN TUOLUMNE.—On account of the scarcity of water 
in Tuolumne county, the mining population is at a complete 
stand still, and the consequence is, that times are exceedingly 
dull. 


Ipano.—There is a general complaint of sickness in the 
Boise country. The editor says: Having resided either in 
the mines or contiguous to them for the last fourteen years, 


and had good opportunities for observing the health of differ- 
ent mining localities, we feel safe in saying that no place on 
the l’acific coast ever before had so mach sickness to thc 
number of its Inhabitapts as has prevailed in this basin fur 
the last four weeks. ‘Typhoid, pneumonia and fever, are the 
most numerous diseases, and we regret tohave te record 
fact that ina large numberof cases it has proved futal. 

Some very fine specimens of quartz from the Esmeralda 
lode, South Boise, have been exhibited at Bannock. This 
ledge was discovered by Mr. John tarke; it is sitaated some 
sixty feet bclow the Idaho, and hai been traced and found to 
be well define« fer six. hundred feet. Some four shafts have 
already been sunk and fuund not materially to vary in 
rvess in any of them, We are assured by old Washve miners 
that the poorest rock in the will pay $50, and the best 
probably a thousand. The rock resembies that taken from 
the celebrated Wide West, only it is vastiy superivr in rich- 
ness. 


Mrxixnc mn Sierra.—At Frezeh Ravine the Union Com 
pany’s mill, eight stamps, recently erected, commenced run~ 
ning on Munday last. The mill has been paid for from the 
proceeds of the ledge, the company having taken out some 
firteen thuasand doliars with a hand murtar during the Sum- 
mer. ‘bey have several hundred tons of rock out in readi- 
ness fr the mill, which they expect to work uninterruptedly 
all winter. 

At Kanaka, in the Alleghany Tistrict, the Twenty-One 
Company are in some sixty feet, and are taking out rock in 
which gold is plainly perceptivle. The company is pushing 
the work vigorousiy, and intend erecting a mill in the Spring. 
They have excclient water-power, which never fi and is 
sufficient to drive any amount of stanips. 

‘ihe Sacramento and Sierra Nevada Companies have ob- 
tained rich prospects, and the latter is still at work. The 
Sacramento has ceased operations fur the Winter.
